Jiul whoever shall seek to confounc 


the separate issues of State and Federal 
government will also i6t;u'd healthy po- 
litical development in both State and 
nation. 


Ever since the Siatft contest of laat 


year, in which the Quay machine had so

farmer to spe.ik, the wretched-looking 
negro said: 


" ll ara a runaway slave.' 
"The remark was unnecessary. Tilt1 


farmer knew well what the negro was 
the moment he saw him. 
Like most ol 


the residents iu that part of Pennsyl- 
vania, this farmer was a Slate's Rights 
Democrat and approved ot the Fugitive 
Slave Law. lie asked the negro where 
lie had come from. 


"Louisiana," was the reply. 
"This rather amazed the farmer, for 


such a thing as a fugitive alave from the 
far-away sugar or cotton plantations was 
an unheard of thing iu that locality, the 
•unaways being invariably from 
the 


Maryland or Virginia planta.tion», and 
.he farmer at once suspected tin's forlorn 
'ugitive of lying to him, a suspicion that 
was not dispelled when the negro said he 
was not only from distant Louisiana, but 
that he had been two years making his 
way to where be was.

iway awhile, and then said : 


" 'We will keep him here.' 
"A more grateful cre.iture never lived 


rhan this wretched fugitive, and that 
night he told his benefactors his story, 
lis name was Jo. 
Ife was born on the 


lopkins plantation in Vhginia. 
When 


ie gre*v up he became the property ol 
u's master's son John, who was a doctor, 
rind a wicked, desperate man. Jo was 


doctor's body servant. One day his 


naster became incensed at one of his fe- 
male slaves and ordered her to go to her 
abin. Then he handed a pistol to Jo, 
and, taking one himself, ordered Jo to 
ollow him. They went to the cabin of 
he offending slave. TUB doctor ordered 
er to stand with her luck against the 


wall. Then he ordered Jo to shojt her. 
?he woman begged for her life and Jo

The President Thursday evening signec 


ohe jitint tesolution passed by Congreei 
providing for the annexation of Hawaii. 


It wag by a ceremony of the simples 


character that the resolution annexing the 
Hawaiian Wands to tlie United States was 
enacted finally into law. It occurred in the 
cabinet room of the Executive Mansion 
and only six persona besides Preaidem 
McKinley were present. 


Mr. Hatch, the Hawaiian minister, wenl 


to the State Department and had an ex- 
tended conference with Secretary Day on 
the consummation of the annexation o 
Hawaii to the United States. The Ha- 
waiian authorities had taken steeps to con- 
vey the news of the action of thaSenato at 
the earliest possible moment to Hawaii 
Mr. Hatch sent extended official dispatches 
to the Hawaiian agent in San Fiancisco, to 
be forwarded by the steamer sailing. 


It is tile view of the Hawaiian authorities 


that Hawaii becomes a part of the United 
States the moment the President attaches 
his signature to tlie resolution of Congress. 
The annexation is said to be complete 
without any further action. At the same 
time, it ia possible that, tho Hawaiian Leg- 
islature may pass a resolution similar to 
that passed by onr Congress. 


The President has appointed Senator 


Culloni, of Illinois; Senator Morgan, ol 
Alabama; Representative Hitt, of Illinois; 
Sanford Dote, President of the Hawaiian 
republic, and W. F. Frear, justice of the 
Supreme Court of Hawaii, to be commis- 
sioners under the Hawaiian annexation 
resolution passed by Congress.

General Shatter cabled to Washington 


Sunday that General Toral, in command 
of tbe Spanish troops in Santiago, had 
refused to entertain an unconditional sur- 
render, and that in consequence a com- 
bined attack on the city had been planned 
for 4 o'clock. 


Later General Shatter sent another ca- 
ilegram that abonti o'clock the Spaniards 
had opened fire, but bad been soon 
ilenced, though three Americans were 
wounded. The cablegram also said that 
with the reinforcements which have just 
eached the General, he expects to com- 
letely surround Santiago-. 
In consequence of these cablegrams it is 


believed in Washington that the fall of 
Santiago may be expected soon.

ihafter has much more artillery than 
during his first assault on the city, and his 
roops during the truce of the past week

A special dispatch from General Shat- 


ter's aimy says that it is now positively

As soon as Santiago falls it is planned to 


begin the Porto Rico expedition and also 
to bombard and reduce Nuevitas, the prin- 
cipal town of the Province of Puerto Prin- 
cipe. 
The capture of Nuevitas, it is 


itated, would give the Americans practical 
possession of Eastern and Central Cuba. 


Commodore Watson's fleet, including 


the Dixie, has been directed to hurry its 
departure to attack the coaat of Spain. 
The Massachusetts has been substituted for 
the Iowa, which was hit by a shell during 
the fight with Cervera's ships. It ia stated 
to be the plan to rendezvous al some point 
.n midocean and then first attack tbe 
Canaries and sieze a base there. 


Admiral Camera's fleet left Port Said 


Saturday evening on its return to protect 
Spain from the attacks of Commodore 
Watson's fleet. 


There is said to be serious friction in the 


fleet of Admiral Sampson over the alleged 
ill-treatment of Commodore Schley in not 
giving him credit for his part in the big 
naval fight. It is said that Admiral 
Sampaou actually refused to allow Com- 
modore Schley to make any direct report 
to Washington. 


The auxiliary cruiser St. Louis arrived 


at Portsmouth, N. H., Sunday, bringing 
from Santiago Admiral Cervera, 53 Spanish 
officers and 638 Spanish sailors. 
The 


Admiral is slightly sick, but he spoke in 
warm terms of the courtesy shown him 
and returned his thanks to the various 
American naval officers. 
The sailors wil 


be detained at Portsmouth, but the St 
Louis will bring the Admiral and his 
officers to Annapolis. They may shortly 
be paroled and allowed to return to Spain 


A diapatcb from Madrid quotes Marsha 


Martinez Campos as saying that the time 
is not yet ripe for peace negotiations be 
tween Spain and the United States. In 
formation received from reliable source 
represents the Spanish Cabinet as con 
vinced of the hopelessness of the war 
The peace idea is said to predominate in 
the cabinet ancl negotiations are consider 
ed urgent. A Paris dispatch says tha 
Genera! Blanco, in replying to the govern 
meat's request for his view of tlie situa 
tion, urges "war to the end," and assert 
that the Cuban volunteers cannot be re 
conciled to the idea of handing the ialan 
over to the Americans.

and along the Pyrenneau frontier. TI 
partisans ot Don Carlos make no secret o 
their intention to rise if the terms upon 
which peace is concluded entail a loss o 
territory.

He replied Saturday, saying that on om 


day only were any troops on half rations 
,\nd on that day the only troops whicl 
suffeied were a few at the further poin 
from thesnpplies. The General says there 
was considerable complaint ou account o 
lack of tobacco, but added there was suffi 
cient food, tobacco and other necesaar> 
supplies on tlie ships to last two months 
and that they would be brought ashore at 
che earliest possible moment.

There is reason to believe that Secretary 
Long will direct this week that Admira 
Cervera and his staff be paroled and sen 
to England, from which country they can 
make their way to Spain. All the officers 
of the vessels and the men under their 
command will be retained as prisoners 
until the close of the war. In releasing 
Admiral Cervera the administration wil 
be guided by a desire to relieve the govern 
meut of unnecessary expenses. So long as 
Admiral Cervera remains a prisoner of the 
United States it would be necessary to pro- 
vide him with accommodations, with ser- 
vants and with food becoming an officer ol 
his rank.

The sea is much smoother down here and 
the water bluer. We arrived here at 5 o'- 
clock. 
It took us four days within 3 


hours to makn 1250 miles. The tempera- 
ture to-day in the fire-room was 13G. That 
is a little warmer than it ia in Gettysburg. 
Well, we are down South where we all 
wanted to be. 
E have been from the 


extreme North to the extremeSauth of the 
U. S. But the trouble ia I got up to the 
Maine summer resorts to early and we are 
down here too early, but while I am here 
[ expect to see some fighting. * *

From Chittmm iMi/.rll. 


A letter to Loe Stallsmith, from Cha- 


tiam Minell, formerly of this place, now 
with Company F., 5th U. S. Cavalry at 
Tampa, says in part: 


I am enjoying the best of health at 


present and hope you are the same. We 
were all down at the Bay yesterday swim- 
ming our horses. I have a horse of my 
own now. 
Lie is a good swimmer. This 


is'rather a dismal country here, nothing 
but sand and pine trees. A piue tree does 
not make any shade. 1 am now through 
with recruit drills and now drill only 2A 
hours with the troop every morning. 


At 4.45 a. m., by the sound of the bugle 


we rise, in ten minutes assembly, then 
morning roll and breakfast. Generally 
bacon and potatoes. 
After 
breakfast, 


stable call, when we feed and groom, then 
one hour rest if not on duty or fatigue, 
then comes drill at 7.30 a m., at ten it ii 
over, then nothing till dinner, and after 
dinner nothing till 4 p. m,, stable call 
when we feed and groom. 
After stables, 


we have supper at 5 p. m., guard mount 0 
p. m., roll-call or retreat one hour later. 
Music by the Regimental band in froufc of 
the officers quarters. At 9 p. m., sounds 
taps and roll-call. Then wo go to bed if 
we like, but dare not talk or make any 
more noise. 


There are fine orange groves around 


here. 
Everything is dear here except 


pineapples, watermelons and peaches, 


] 


It is awfnl hot during the day here, but 


it is cold and damp at nigbt. When I 
was out on picket duty I was wet to the 
skin from the dew. There will be some 
very hard fighting before this war is over 
and I think they will need Harry Buehler's 
Company by the time lie gets it drilled. 


I'roin Herman Kappes. 


The following are extracts frum recent 


interesting letters written before leaving 
Tampa, received 
by Charles Kappes, 


tailor, from his sou, Herman, who belongs 
to the 17th Regular Infantry and who ia 
now before Santiago : 


I like Tampa very much, but it is very 


hot here and there is so much sand. 
It is 


like snow and is very hard to march on 
but we only have out; hour drill a day and 
that is in tho morning at 7 o'clock when 
it is not so hot. 
We have church here 


every day and night, it is in a building 
that the people of the different churches 
have placed in our camp for the soldiers. 
We do our writing there and they give us 
paper and envelopes free of charge. There 
is lots of fruit of all kinds here. 
We are 


not allowed to eat very mnch of it as it is 
not healthy. 
We do not knovt when we 


will be ordered to Cuba, but hope it will 
be soon for we are all anxious to go. We 
have a fine place to swim here every day, 
ao it is a groat comfort to us, lots of good 
fishing also plenty of alligators. Well, 
Father, do not trouble about me for those 
Spaniards won't amount to much when 
we get after them. 
We have everything 


packed to move at a moment's notice, so 
by the time you get this we will be on the 
road to Cuba.

Whilst the coddling moth, the apple 


tree borers, and ourculio have been very 
busy this season in our orchards and 
among our choice fruits, none have caused 
such wide-spread destruction and conse- 
quent loss to our farmers as the Hessian 
Fly in our wheat fields. 


This Insect has not been found BO plenti- 


ful in many years and this may be due to 
the very open winter, and perhaps to the 
habit some farmers have of sowing too 
eai ly in the fall. 
Experience has proven 


that Kept. 20th is the earliest and Oct. 10th 
the latest time in which seed should be 
placed in a rich and well-tilled soil—to 
secure in a measure freedoin from the at- 
tacks of the fly. 


The Hessian Fly is a small two-winged 


fly nearly black, the larva of which is so 
destructive to our wheat crops. It ia sup- 
posed to have been brought over in straw 
bedding by the troop ships during the war 
of the revolution and since that period 
efforts have been made at some points to 
introduce a parasitic enemy, but BO far 
without any good results in this section. 


The fitst discovery of the fly was in the 


vicinity of New York, from which point 
it extended in all directions, its advance 
being about 15 to 25 miles a year. 
The 


full grown Hessian fly is nearly the size of 
,i email inoeojiito, which it resembles in 
^neral form. 
It has, however, no bill for 


^ticking blood 
There are two brooflp 


hatched annually from eggs deposited in 
Vlay and September. 
The full grown fly 


deposits its eggs, which are very small, 
reddish grains, in the upper channels of ; 
the wheat Itaf soon after the a took bpginp 
So branch. 
As this lakes place in Septem- 


ber or October late sown wheat escapes to 
,1 large extent, though a six acre field sown 
Oct. 14 oi* 15 last year pnfferpd heavily 
from the devastation of the fly. 


The eggs hatch out in about 15 day? 


producing a small worm which works its 
way beneath the leaf pheath and ftalk to 
i point beJow the surface of the ground, 
where, in the shape of a white or spotted 
maggot, it lies concealed and sucks out 
r,he life of the plant. In a few weeks it 
irrives at full growth and changes to a 
pupa or chrysalis state the shape of a flax- 
seed. 
In this state it lies until spring 


when the perfect fly comes forth and de- 
ooaits a second brood of eggs. 
Farmere 


will now find in their etubble fields this 
pupa, at the h'r&t joint, one or two in 7ium- 
ber, and all of which could bu destroyed 
by firing before ploughing. 


The work of the fly is not very visible 


until the stalk is nearly grown, when it 
crinkles down. This is caused by the ex- 
traction of the jnioe which weakens the 
plant. 


Since tho point of attack is usually be- 


to w the harvested portion of the straw 
the £rnh 13 left in the field where it under- 
goes its transformation to come out the 
perfect fly again in the spring. 


One fact is clearly established that lands 


that were well tilled and in good heart 
have suffered much leas than those not 
properly worked and fed before Reeding. 


N"o variety of wheat has been apared 


from the ravages of the fly, nor have lime- 
stone or shale landa escaped its visit. 


I /hid this note in the year book of 1894, 


of how to control the work of injurious 
insects. 
"Hessian Fly.—Late planting ; 


selection of wheat less subject to attack ; 
rolling ; pasturing to sheep ; rotation of 
crops." 


It has been observed that when fields 


were sown the second timo to wheat the 
fly waa more numerous, and of course 
more destructive. 


My op'nion is that, in order to get rid of 


this psst we should sow later, take but 
one crop of wheat from the lands, fire the 
stubble and fire the man who neglects to 
put the land in flue condition for this 
most valuable and useful crop.

letters through to the United States 
Almost daily tbousiuds of letters are 
brought to Jamaica by the government 
dispatch boats and, but for the gener 
osity aocl patriotism of United States 
Consul Snyder, at that port, few of ibem 
would get through 


The Butish postal law requires that 


all letters going out from there must not 
only pass through the Poit Antonio 
postoflice, but must have a Jamaica- 
Lnghsu stamp, which costs five cents 
Most of the letters going there hdve the 
United States stamp, but that goes toi 
nothing. Noi will the anthouties there 
allow any ship to take the letteis to an 
American port unless the} bear the 
Jamaica English stamp 


The result of it all is that the laige 


bags and bundles of soldiers' letteis are 
taken to Consul Snyder, and from his 
own pocket he pays the Tamaica postage, 
and sends them on to Baltimore, Phila 
delphia, New Yoik or Boston, by one of 
the Boston Truit Company's steameis 


Since the troops landed in Cuba post- 


age on soldiers' letters have cost Mr 
Snydei more than his salary 
The post 


al authorities at Washington have been 
ippealed to, and it is piobable that some 
adjustment of the matter will be made., 


It is interesting to look through a Uige 


bagful of soldiers' letters as they come 
horn the fleet and the Cuban camps. At 
least two-thuds of the missives die ad 
dressed to "Miss" or "Mis "—perhaps 
the greater numbei to "Mrs ," for under 
this title come both the mothers and 
wives 


Miny of the letters bear no stamp 


but are simply maiked "Soldiei's letter" 
or "Ship's letter." In the United States 
letters so marked coming from a militaiy 
camp or from a warship would be earned 
to their destination, the receiver being 
required to pay the postage 
But this is 
not the case in Jamaica. The law there 
will not even permit an American boat 
to take the letters in bulk to an Ameri- 
can port unless tbe full Jamaica postage 
has been paid 
Frf quently the words "To my beloved 


wife" or "To my dear mothei" are seen 
on the envelope 
Peibaps, there may 
be just a tinge of homesickness in this 
One envelope addressed to a dear old 
mother in Arizona had a beautifully 
drawn miniature of tbe landing of tbe 
troops. 
Another bad drawn in one 
corner a pencil sketch of a cottage in 
Massachusetts to which the letter was
